5. 2.) a ms. of Juvenal which is perhaps the one mentioned here : a small 
quarto, with a colophon 1 . . . explicit per me Petrum Iohannis de Gouda, 
a°. dfii 1478°. In Louanio. ’ The writer may very likely have been Win- 
ckel ; see Ep. 1, tit. n2. 

P. 155, Ep. 47 introd, Aberdeen University Library possesses two volumes of 
Aristotle, bound together, which belonged to Hector Boetius and have 
autograph inscriptions by him ; the Ethics, tr. Argyropylus, ed. Egid. 
Delfus (Ep. 456. 87n), Paris, J. Higman, 26 March 1488, and the Politics 
and Oeconomics, tr. L. Aretino, Paris, G. Wolf, 19 Jan. i4§§. Also a copy 
of Erasmus’ edition of Valla’8 Annotations on the New Testament, 1505 
(Ep. 182), which may have been presented by the editor, though it has no 
inscription. 

P. 527, Ep. 270. 6on. I owe to Professor J. Archer Gee of New Haven, ‘Conn., 
the indication, from Bale’s Index Britanniae Scriptorum, ed. R. L. Poole 
and M. Bateson, 1902, p. 443, that Lupset was born c. 1495 and died on 
27 Dec. 1530. 

On 1 June 1522 Lupset attested the admission of a Fello w at Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford : see its first Liber Admissorum , f. 5. 

A list of Grocin'8 mss. written by Lupset appears in faesimile, piate xxvi, 
in a volume of Merton Muniments , which is about to be published by the 
OHS. 

P. 609, App. ix. Dr. D. E. Bosselaar, rector of the Gymnasium at Gouda, 
kindly writes to me that with Br. S. H. van der Kraats, custos of the 
Town Library, he has discovered that the two mss. 1323 and 1324 came 
from Erasmqs’ monastery at Steyn. The last of the canons, Cornelius 
Adriani Biephorst, brought them with him into the Oudemannenhuis at 
Gouda ; and after his death in 1631, tliey passed into the Town Library.

P. 119, Ep. 341. 13-14. Miss M. E. Kronenberg of the Hague has kindly 
communicated to me her discovery at S^lestat of an edition of the De Con- 
structione, supervised by Geldenhauer, Louvain, Th.

Erasmus’ name. It is presumably a reprint of Pynson’s 1513 volume

1228, Erasmi Roterodami 
duo Epistolia de causa Luterana, s.l. et a. j a tiny volume of two leaves, 
quarto, which he attributes to the press of M. Lotter at Leipzig, 1521. 
In Oct. 1925 a copy came into my possession from the Pirckheimer 
collection ; the remains of which had been dispersed by the Royal Society 
earlier in the year. 

For Ep. 1203 the text varies greatly from that of the Epistolae ad diuersos (F), 
as the following collation will show :

Ep. 1228 in the Epistolia has the heading idem ehasmvs ad amcym qvendam. 
Its text is in relation with the Basle MS. (a) rather than with F. Instead 
of the long passage, 11. 25-44, it has only the single sentence of a ; and it 
agrees with a against F in 11 . 7, 9, 18, 20, 46, 49, 51, 56. In about tenread- 
ings it agrees with F against a ; but in most of these a is clearly wrong. 
It also has a nutnber of variants of its own, almost ali of them evident 
errors : e.g. 

1 . 18, Mancio for Montioio 
1 . 56, Aheno for Halseio 
1 . 57, Effanien. for Elphinensi. 

Thus both letters in the Epistolia have texts considerably shorter and sim- 
pler than those published by Erasmus in F ; and clearly they represent 
the letters aetually sent. 

The origin of the publication is not difficult to conjecture. It cannot have 
been in this print that Zasius and Faber saw Ep. 1203 in July (ZE. 29, 
VE. 268), for Ep. 1228 is dated 23 August. A letter sent to Ber in Basle 
might easily leak out after delivery and pass into circulation in Germany ; 
but not so a letter addressed to England. It seems likely therefore that 
first Ep. 1203 and later Ep. 1228 were privily copied in Louvain from Eras- 
mus’ rough-drafts, by some supporter of Luther who wished to expose 
Erasmus’ present attitude. Ep. 1203 was no doubt passed round in ms. j 
but when a second letter of similar character was procured, it became 
worth while to print them. 

If tlie book wasprinted in Leipzig early iu September, it might have reached 
Melanchthon at Wittenberg before the end of the month (ME. 135). It 
may also be the unauthorized publication mentioned in Ep. 1263. 16-18.

The statement in Ep. 841. in, that Livinus was ever a servant- pupil of 
Erasmus, seems to be quite without foundation. 

P. 608 , Ep. 1528. In the Ratsschulbibliothek at Zwickau is a ms. which may 
have been Dr. Knaake’8 original : a xvi c copy which, since it lacks dates, 
was perhaps made from Erasmus’ rough-draft rather than from the letter 
actually sent ; cf. the note above on Epp. 1203, 1228. As in Ep. 1469, the 
text of H is considerably longer.

He was born on 
17 April 1475, and before entering public life was professor of law at 
Toulouse. 

He is stated by F. Belcarius Peguilio, Rerum Gallicarum commentarii, 1625, 
pp. 188-9, to have been an early editor of the memoirs of Phil. de 
Commynes (1524-6), and to have done his work carelessly : but the whole 
assertion is disputed. See B. de Mandrofs edition of Commynes, 1901-3, 
pp. xc-xcii. 

P. 189, Ep. 1625 introd. Another volume dedicated to Chr. Truchses is a letter 
to Adrian vi from Jac. Fontanus, who describes as an eye-witness the fall 
of Rhodes : edited by Caspar Churrerius, Tubingen, V. Morhart, 1523. 

P. 198, Ep. 1633 introd. The church of Dalliem near Li&ge possesses a small 
wooden statue of the Virgin and Child, carved by an elder Daniel Mauch 
of Ulm (+1540) for Paschasius Berselius (Ep. 674 : +1535) ; probably after 
1530, when the sculptor took refuge in the Netherlands. On the base of 
the statue is painted the coat of arms which the younger Mauch had 
received in Oct. 1530. See Berselius et la statue de la Vierge de Dalhem , Li&ge, 
1925, by the Abb6 J. Ceyssens, who has kindly communicated to me his 
discovery ; and a more recent article by him in Leodium.
